HOT DIE BY CYANIDE 


State That Bromo Seltzer Might Have Caused Death 


Ida Halporn and Other Cases of That Character 


Will Be fed for Argument 


New York, Jan. 29.—The lawyers for 


Molineux have about completed their 
plans of defense. It will be chiefly com- 
posed under two heads. 


First—The claim will be made that

very serious and possibly fatal results; 
that Protestor Witthaus' case has not 
been proved; that he came to a "specu- 
lative conclusion" in claiming that 
cyanide of mercury was the cause of 
death; that Professor Witthaus has 
never stated that he actually found 
poison present in ths bodies of Mrs.x 
Adams and Barnet, but only traces of it; 
that it has not been proved that Mrs. 
Adams did not die of-Heart failure; that 
it has not been shown that Barnet was 
not addicted to the use of calomel cr 
mercury as a medicine; that if Mrs. 
Adams had taken the dose of cyanide of 
mercury which the prosecution alleges 
she would never have ijeen able to move 
about. s.a she did.

Ida, it is said, was then a healthy, 


well-preserved and full-blooded girl. 
She too-k a heaping teaspoonful of the 
powder in half a glass of water. She 
stirred it and drank it while it was ef- 
fervescing. She claims that as soon as 
she had drunk it she was" seriously af- 
fected in 'body and mind, suffered a burn- 
ing sensation of the throat for a long 
period and became seriously ill. 


As a matter of fact, Miss Halporn is 


still ill and is yet under the care of a 
physician, who ascripes her ailment to 
the dose of medicine referred to. Her 
flesh has fallen away, aftd she is frail 
and weak in comparison with her former 
self. 


About two months after Miss Halporn 


became ill she brought suit in the su- 
preme court, her mother acting as guar- 
dian, claiming $50,000 damages. The suit 
was subsequently transferred 
to a 


United States district court, where it is 
now pending.

The following is the text of General 


jBulier's dispatch, dated Spearman's 
tamp, Saturday, Jan. 27, 6:10 p. m.: 


"On Jan. 20 Warren drove the enemy 


fend obtained possession of the southern 
Icrests of the high tableland extending 
from the line of Action Homes and 
Honger's Poort to the western Lady- 
Bmith hills. From then to Jan. 25 he-re- 
irained in close contact with the enemy. 


"The enemy held a strong position on a 


range of -small kopjes stretching from 
northwest to southwest across the 
plateau from Action Homes, through 
Bpion Kop to the left bank of the Tu- 
gela. The actual position held was per- 
fectly tenable, but did not lend itself to 
an advance, as the southern slopes wer« 
EO steep that Warren could not get an 
effective artillery position and water 
Supply was a difficulty. 


"Dn Jan. 23 I assented to his attacking 


Bpion Kop, a large hill, indeed a moun- 
tain, which was evidently the key of the 
position, but was far more accessible 
from the north than from the south. 


"On the night of Jan. 23 he attaokpd 


Bpion Kop, but found it very difficult to 
fiold, as its perimeter was too large, and 
Water, which he had been led to believe 
existed, in this extraordinarily dry 
Season, was found very deficient. 


"The crests were held all that day 


tgainst severe attacks and a heavy 
Bhell flre. Our men fought with great 
gallantry; would especially mention the 
conduct of the Second Cameron Indians 


• and the Third Kings Rifles, who sup- 


ported the attack on the mountain from 
the steepest side, and in each case fought 
their way to the top, and the Second 
Lancashire fuslllera and Second Middle- 
Bex, who magnificently maintained the 
best traditions of the British army 
throughout the trying day of Jan. 24 
ana Tnornycroft's mounted Infantry, 
who fought throughout the day equally 
well alongside of them. 


"General Woodgate, who was In com- 


mand at the summit, having been 
wounded, the officer who succeeded him 
decided on the night of Jan. 24 to aban- 
don the position and did so before dawn 
Jan. 25. 


"I reached Warren's camp at 5 a. m. 


on Jan. 25 and decided that a second at- 
tack upon Splon Kop was useless, and 
lhat the enemy's right was too strong to 
allow me to force it. 


"Accordingly, I decided to withdraw 


the force to the south of the Tugela. At 
6 a, m. we commenced withdrawing the 
train and by 8 a. m., Jan. 27 (Saturday), 
IWarren's Mrce was concentrated south 
of the Tugela without the IOBB of a man 
or a pound of stores. 


"The fart that the force could with- 


draw from actual touch—In some cases 
the lines were leas than 1000 yards apart 


the enemy in tb« manner it did Is, 


I think, sufficient evidence of the morale 
of the troops, and that we were per- 
mitted to withdraw our cumbrous ox 
and mule trans-port across the river, 85 
yards broad, with 20-foot banks and a 
very swift current, unmolested, is, I 
think, proof t?iat the enemy has been 
taught to respect our soldiers' righting 
powers. 


The war office -'oes not give any idea 


of the casualties in taking and holding 
Spion kop, but a report from the Boer 
headquarters, near Ladysmith, 
via 


Lourenzo Marquez, says that 1500 British 
dead were left on the battlefield. 
This 


number is thought to include the wound- 
ed. 
The report also says that General 


Buller had been down with fever, but 
had recovered. 


If Boer reports are to be accepted, "the 


abandonment of Spion Kop was due to 
the inability of the British to resist the 
Boer attack, the Boers carrying the first 
trenches and taking 150 prisoners." 


The Standard and other papers reflect 


the anxiety of the public to learn how 
much truth there is in the Boer accounts 
of the fighting at Splon Kop. General 
Buller's obscurity ie 3»is dispatches is 
rather bitterly criticised, as well as the 
evident fact that the censor is not only 
heavily delaying1, but Is cutting all im - 
portant matters from the newspaper dis- 
patches. 


To judge with any accuracy of the ex- 


tent of the disaster Is virtually impos- 
sible. It appears that General Buller 
had altogether five brigades, wholly or 
partly engaged, General Coke's, General 
Hildyard's, General Hart's, 
General 


Woodg-ate's and General Lyttleton's, 
and the 270 casualties already announced 
In Lyttleton'g brigade are- thus ex- 
plained. 


Much mysteiry still surrounds the re- 


treat It is possible that General-Buller 
has withdrawn his whole forces, but it is 
generally assumed 
that Lyttleton's 


brigade and Lord Dundonald's cavalry 
and other troops are still on the north 
side of the Tugela. 


General Bulger's confidence that the 


Boers did not molest his retreat because 
they had been taught to respect 
the 


fighting powers of the British soldier is 
not shared in London. It is thought 
rather that the Boers had some other 
plan in store or did not wish to waste 
their men. 


Large arrivals of troops are due at 


Cape Town during- the i«-eek. There has 
been great activity in military quarters 
in all parts of England since Saturday 
morning.

GOLD AT COPPER RIVER 


Contains Highly Mineralized De- 


posits That are Awaiting 


Development 


INCIDENTS OF COLENSO. 


Washington, Jan. 29.—The chief topic 


treated in an important report by Cap- 
tain Abercrorrfbie, who commanded the 
Copper river exploring 
expedition In 


Alaska, Is the laying out of the great 
trans-Alaskan military route from Port 
Valdez, Alaska, to Port Egbert, on the 
Yukon. While engaged in this work the 
officer was charge to take note of the 
mineral resources of the country, of Its 
adaptability for agriculture and stock 
raising and the fuel and food products 
for man and animal. 


Captain Abercrombie arrived at Val- 


dez, the starling point of the expedition, 
on April 21. being received by a motley 
crowd, which had lust come across the 
Valdez glacier from the Copper river val- 
ley. 
He found that hundreds of people 


were dying of starvation and scurvy in 
the Copper river country. 
The people 


at Valdez were in a most pitiable con- 
dition, being crowded in miserable huts. 
There were no facilities for bathing; 
'most of the sufferers had scurvy, and 
not a few had frostbitten hands, faces 
and feet. 
The tops of old rubber boots 


and strips of gunny ^acks made shoes 
and socks for many of them. 
The 


stench was intolerable, and 70 percent of 
the inmates of the huts were mentally 
deranged. 
This was common to those 


whom a fear of scurvy had driven over 
the glacifr, where so many had perished 
by freezing to death. 
• 


Old railroad and trail builders were 


the men selected 
by Captain Aber- 


crombie to build a military road, and 
they started from Valdez April 29 and 
proceeded to the mouth of Keystone 
canyon. The harbor at Valdez, owing 
to the proximity of the Japanese cur- 
rent, is accessible at all seasons of the 
year to ships of any size, except about 
one-half mile at Us head. The only 
feasible site for a railroad terminates a 
narrow strip of land three-quarters of a 
mile broad extending up the Lowex river 
some five miles and south of a small 


, stream flowing from Robe lake. 
1 
From that point there are two feasible 


routes; one east of Marshall pass, at the 
elevation of i700 feet and down the Tas- 
nuna to the Copper river valley; the 
other turning north, crossing the moun- 
tain range and Thompson pass 2600 feet 
high, thence down the Telkhell river 
valley through the swampy pass at the 
head of the Knata, thence down th« 
Tonslna into the Capper river valley. 
Captain Abercrombie believes that the 
future for a raih-oad through this section 
of Alaska is very promising, owing to 
the presence of large zones of heavily 
mineralized copper deposits, the de- 
velopment of which, he says, undoubted- 
ly will yield a local tonnage of great 
volume. He states that the proximity 
of tie and bridge timber and the absence 
of any great engineering features would 
render railroad construction a 
com- 


paratively easy problem.

New Phase In Cigarmakers' Strike. 


Boston, Jan. 29.—The cigar makers' 


lockout will end today, to all appear- 
ances, as the result of a conference be- 
tween the manufacturers and the inter- 
national union officers yesterday. The 
strike in one shop, which brought about 
the lockout, was fieclared illegal; hence 
the demand of the workmen for an in- 
crease of ?1 per thousand will not be 
granted. Workmen who return to work 
under the old rate will be backed up by 
the union of their craft. It is under- 
stood that a number of the strikers will 
not return to work under their former 
conditions. 


Ed-ward Gillette, a member of the ex- 


pedition, contributes an important chap- 
ter to the report on the feasibility of 
establishing a practical railroad route 
up the Copper river valley.

He shows that while the distance from 
Seattle to Skagway is 1050 miles, as 
against 1250 miles from Seattle to Valdez, 
this difference is practically offset by the 
unimpeded passage of/the outside route. 
Then vessels are not required to pass 
through some 400 miles of water claimed 
by a foreign country, and Valdez is much 
nearer by railroad to the Forty-Mile 
country. Insurance rates on the inside 
route are also double those on the out- 
side routes. 
Mr. Gillette describes in detail the route 


from Valdez to the Yukon country, 
elaborating a rough outline given by 
Captain Abercrombi? He believes that 
the development of the country in the 
iuture probably will,necessitate the con- 
struction of both lines from the northern 
end of the Keystone canyon through 
Thompson, pass and by Marshall pass. 
He recom-Tiends that that line be con 
structed on a three-foot gauge in the 
Interest of economy and rapidity of con- 
struction, arguing 
that the narrow 


gauge would fully meet the needs of th«, 
country. The report makes a comparl • 
son of the projected Valdez road and the 
existing railroad from Skagway over 
White pass to Lake Bennett, showing: 
that the maximum grades are much less; 
"that the curvature is less, and that the 
Valdez highest elevation is fully 300 feet 
less than White pass road. The snow 
slides from which the White pass suffers 
can be practically eliminated from the 
Valdez route by the peculiar formation 
of the country and the careful placing of 
the line. fFhe point is also made th.xt 
the projected route would lie entirely 
within United States territory.

In conclusion, the report treats of the 


agricultural resources of the country, 
showing that the soil is productive, that 
vegetables and hay can be raised, that 
there is plenty of'tlmber, and that hardy 
farmers from Norway and Sweden would 
farm as successfully In the Copper river 
valley as in their own country. 
The 


country also contains coal of good qual- 
ity and marble of various colors.

It is 
proposed the doctor shall sail from 
New York city to Liverpool, from 
which port he will take a steamer for 
the scene of hostilities, landing at Del- 
agoa Bay. Until Delagoa Bay is reach- 
ed the medical man -will be considered 
an American subject and will be un- 
der the protection of this government, 
says the New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat. At that place he is to renounc3 
all allegiance to the United States and 
•will become a subject of the South 
African Republic.

Private Soldiers Praised For Tbei» 


Great Bravery — Kindae** ot Sol- 
di«ra—Rifle Hire Said to Htrve Been 
Tearlflo — Wounding 
ot 
Colonel 


Long—Bravery of the Irish Brigade. 
The following account of the battle 


pf Colenso, written by an Infantry offi- 
cer present, was received by mall the 
other day, Bays a London dispatch to 
the New York Tribune: 


After that most terrible and one 


sided battle of Colenso last Friday I 
fainted when I got to camp from sun- 
stroke, and en Satur^ny morning I 
found I had dysentery. How any one 
escaped on Friday Is a marvel to me. 
We were 9'£ hours under fire, and It 
was like a severe hailstorm on a tin 
roof. 
I couldn't put my glasses up 


without hearing "phit," "phlt,'' "phlt." 
From the very first I saw it would be 
no go. Directly we got under fire a 
corporal said to me, "I wonder how 
many Boers there are hidden in that 
wood opposite, along the Tugela?' I 
said, "I expect it is full of them, ap 
Buller has never shelled it at all." I 
was right. 
Two companies of the 


Twenty-third went In and Jolly soon 
came out through us and exposed our 
four companies to a double flre, and I 
don't see how we escaped at all. Then 
I saw about three companies of the 
Seventh fusileers go in on the left of 
the taken guns, and they soon came 
out of It After that we were told to 
advance a bit and eventually we were 
told off as escort to the lost guns, with 
the result that we retired (when or- 
dered to, and "Tommy" did not like 
that word at all), and had 6 officers 
taken and over 100 men killed, wound- 
ed, missing or prisoners, out of a total 
of 13 officers and 472 men, with which 
we started at 4 a. m. 


I never was in such a veritable fix, 


and I hope I never shall be again, and 
then, to add to it stI, they peppered us 
with shot, shell and those beastly i 
pound Maxim-Nordenfeldt shells and 
Mausers until we had retired well out 
of range. 


But poor 
"Tommy" 
was 
simply 


grand. On the troops went through it 
all. 
They never hesitated one mo- 


ment, never flinched. On they went 
with destruction and death and agony 
all around them. I shall never forget 
the sight A man was hit; on the line 
went. A shell fell between two men at 
six paces; on they wont. A shell blew 
a poor captain of the Connaught ran- 
gers to bits. A subaltern of the Ennis- 
killens close by looked back, but could 
sec absolutely no trace of his comrade 
left, and I see he is reported as miss- 
ing, as they could not find him, and yet 
on went the lines. 


My own company was most light 


hearted. One old soldier, who used to be 
quartermaster's storeman at Chatham, 
was in front of me while we once were 
ordered to turn in file to the left and 
wheel to right to double about half a 
mile to the right flank of the guns, and 
when a bullet whizzed very clo«e to 
him he began to play antics and skip' 
about, laughing and cracking jokes the 
•while. The bullets were as thick as 
bees, and I had several mighty close to 
my head. Directly we halted and lay 
down, showers of bullets came pitch- 
ing about half a yard in front of my 
head. It was truly a or° sided game, 
as we could see no one to aim at at all. 
Just before we lay down a private be- 
hind me said: "Sir, I don't know how 
we got through all that without one of 
us getting hit. I think God must be 
good to us today." 
I was much im- 


pressed by what this man said. 


To show what a good fellow "Tom- 


my" is, when near camp I felt very 
ill; my legs were giving way; I had a 
pain in my back (the sun and no food 
since 3 a. m.); so one of the company 
asked leave to fall out and rushed off 
to the railway, where he had seen a 
train from Frere with water. There 
was a great crowd of men there jos- 
tling for water, and yet he came back 
with his own canteen full of water for 
me to drink. Really their actions make 
them all beloved to me. I am very 
fond of them all. And under the most 
trying circumstances in which our id- 
iotic generals unnecessarily placed us 
I did my best to save all fatigue where 
I could. I always halted where the 
grass was longest or where there was 
any little rise, if I possibly could. Yei, 
of course, I was only a subordinate to 
the major. He, fortunately, is a very 
sound man, full of common sense, and 
a thorough soldier; so we all had the 
greatest confidence in him. 


The correspondent of the London 


Times with Buller's ' army, writing 
from Chievoley camp Dec. 21, gives 
some interesting details of the same 
battle. 
After describing the move- 


ments of the previous day preliminary 
to the engagement, he says: 


"At dawn on the 15th the troops 


were filing slowly out of camp to their 
respective positions.. There was no 
wind and not a cloud in the sky. By 
4:45 
o'clock there was suflicient light 


for the main naval battery to open 
flre, which it did upon Fort Wylie. 
The Boers made no response whatever. 
Shortly before 6 o'clock the Fourteenth 
and Sixty-sixth batteries and the naval 
12 pounder battery advanced across 
the plain to the right of the railway. 
Colonel Long, Colonel Hunt and Lieu- 
tenant Ogilvy, commanding the naval 
battery, were riding in front, and Colo- 
nel Long selected a position about 800 
yards from the river and 1.200 yards 
from Fort WylSe, more than a mile in 
advance of the infantry. lie had 
scarcely given the order to unlifnber 
when n single gun wafe fired from one 
of the kopjes behind Colenso. 


"Thi-s was cridentlv the signal for 
tbe l-toera to commence firing, ana im- 
mediately a tremendous flre began 
from the iutrenchments on the kopjes, 
from Fort Wylie and from troubling 
along the river, all directed upon tho 
two field batteries. 
.Tust behind the 


batteries In.v a small donga anil 300 
yards behind that a larger'one. The 
naval battery, drawn by oxen, was In 
the middle of crossing this donga when 
tho fire commenced. Two guns In 
charge of Lieutenant .Tamos wore nl- 
rondy across, and they got- Into action 
behind nnd'to the left of the Hold bat- 
torios. Two more were in the middle 
of the donga, and two more, had not

When the flre began, 
the native drivers of the last four guns 
at once ran away, but the sailors man- 
ned the oxen and at last -with great dif- 
ficulty got their guns into action be- 
hind the donga. 


"Meanwhile the other naval battery 


and Colonel Long's two batteries were 
directing a tremendous fire npon Port 
Wylie. 
The "InjSrieenth and Sirty- 


sixth were themselves the object of a 
most deadly musketry fire from the 
enemy, who were sheltered under the 
bank on the near side of the-river at a 
range of abont 800 yards, as well as a 
tremendouaiy heavy but not so effect- 
ive shell tats. At about a quarter past 
6 Colonel Long was wounded and was 
helped hack Into the donga behind the 
'artillery. 
Shortly afterward Colonel 


Hunt, commanding the two batteries, 
was a!so hit. The rifle fire from the 
enemy'B trenches was terribly effect- 
ive, anfl our casualties were very 
hear;, but our men served their guns 
with the utmost gallantry and cool- 
ness. 


"At 7 o'clock, th» gsnmnnition train 


not having come up, the ammunition In 
the limbers was exhausted. Captain 
Herbert, aid to Colonel Long and 
one of the ?«/w uawounded officers left, 
who had already had his horse shot in 
going to fetch a doctor, was sent off to 
ask for re-enforcemsnts, and while do- 
ing so had a second horse shot. The 
order was then given to retire into the 
donga behind until fresh ammunition 
should arrive. 
This was done, the 


men carrying their wounded with 
them. 
They did not attempt to de- 


stroy the guns by carrying away the 
breech locks, because they expected to 
return to them as soon as the infantry 
came up. The naval 12 pound battery, 
which was about 300 yards in the rear 
o£ the field batteries, continued the 
bombardment alone under heavy fire. 
It was extraordinary that their loss of 
four wounded was not greater, for 
they remained in action entirely unsup- 
ported trati! 0:30, when they received 
the order from General Buller to re- 
tire. There were several extraordinary 
escapes, l.-aeutenant Ogilvy, after hav- 
ing- his horse shot, hs-d three shells 
from a Hotchkiss pass between his 
legs while looking through his field- 
glasses. 


"Meanwhile on the left General Hart 


was <fcveloping his attack. The Dub- 
lin fusileers were the leading battal- 
ion. 
The brigade advanced in column, 


and the Imblins had scarcely taken 
open order when the enemy opened on 
the column with shrapnel. They were 
temporarily unable to deploy owing to 
the nature of the ground, and in the 
interval the Connaught rangers, who 
were now leading the column, suffered 
severe loss. At 6:30 the Dublin fusi- 
leers and the Connaught raagess ad- 
vanced across the opea ground under 
fire, and as they came into 1he curve of 
the river the Boers opened an enfilad- 
ing as well as a front fire upon them. 
The fire was terrific. 


"Besides the musketry fire, the ene- 


my shelled them with three guns—one 
directly ahead at comparatively short 
range, one on the flank at the foot of 
Grobler's kleef and a 40 pounder on 
the top of the Red hill. 
The Sixty- 


third and Sixty-fourth batteries on the 
left seemed unable to silence their fire, 
and the naval battery, which was the 
only one capable of doing it, was con- 
centrating its fire on Fort Wylie. Tb» 
Dublius and Connaughts 
advanced 


magnificently against the almost over- 
whelming fire, men falling at every 
step. 
As they approached the river 


the enemy's tire seemed to redoubla. 
Every time a company rose to its feet 
to advance there was a perfect crash 
of musketry, and the plain all around 
them became u cloud of dust spurts. 
It seemed wonderful that any man 
could survive it. And yet there was 
nothing to tell where the enemy lay 
concealed. 
Not a single head even 


was visible. Nothing but a long line 
of smoke, scarcely visible, and the in- 
cessant, crackling roar. The batteries 
Bout shell after shell wherever they 
could drstinsruisli the line of trenches, 
but they failed to silence the terrible 
fire. At last our men reached the riv- 
er, but where there should have been a 
ford there was seven feet of water. 
Thr> few who tried to cross it, over- 
come by the weight of rifle and am- 
munition, wore drowned. The rest lin- 
ed the bank and poured in a tremen- 
dous fire on the still almost invisible 
enemy. Then came the general's order 
to retire, and our men fell slowly back. 
It was during the retirement that the 
brigade suffered the heaviest losa.

CUTTLEFISH INK. 


The Peculiar Liquid Which This Cu- 


rious Animal Ejects. 


The cuttlefish are caught in great 


numbers off the Cornwall coast and 
are used as a bait for the conger eel, 
for which this part of the world is cel- 
ebrated. The cuttlefish possesses no 
real mouth, but has a long, cylindrical 
sucker with which it adheres firmly to 
the bait. The method of capturing the 
fish is as follows: A long line from 
which are suspended from 200 to 300 
books baited with portions of pilchards 
(almost the only bait the cuttlefish will 
take) is let down into the sea and al- 
lowed to stop there for about half an 
hour. It is then drawn up, and the 
cuttlefish are found" hanging by means 
of their suckers to the bait. 
x 


The moment that they leave the wa- 


ters they eject with considerable force 
a great quantity of deep, black, viscous 
substance which is about the consisten- 
cy of treacle, and the stain made by it 
upon the clothes of the fishermen is 
permanent if it happens to fall upon 
them. 


I had a conversation with one man 


who has several times received a full 
charge in his face, and he assured me 
that beyond the smell, which is most 
nauseous, he felt no inconvenience at 
all, no smarting or pain in his eyes and 
no bad after effects. 


If any of the liquid gets mpon the 


nets, it rots them beyond repair un- 
less it is washed off immediately. An- 
other curious fact is that this fluid 
•will not injure cloth In the slightest 
degree beyond making a permanent 
stain. One man told me that he had 
used a jersey for several years which 
had been squirted all over at different 
times by these cephalopods, but that 
except for the cloth being stained it 
was as good as ever. 


When this "ink" is ejected under wa- 


ter, it hangs in a sort of cloud and does 
not spread.—London Leader.

That bnman sacrifices have been 


made even la the nineteenth century, 
aud by professing Christians, too. is 
brought out by The American Journal 
of Sociology in a striking article: 


The ConvulBionlsts, a sect existing in 


Paris about 1760, were wont to crucify 
members of their order, in emulation 
of the crucifixion of the Saviour, in the 
belief that the souls of the surviving 
members would be saved by the sacri- 
fices of their fellows. 
In 1817 the 


"Pascbelians," an Austrian sect, mur- 
dered a man, his wife and daughter 
under the delusion that the trio, who 
refused to go with the fanatics, were 
possessed of the deviL On the follow- 
ing day they crucified one of their own 
number, a girl of 19 years, who had 
suffered bereelf for the death, in imi- 
tation of the death of the Saviour, in 
order to save the souls of her fellow 
believers. 


In 1823 the leader of a Pietlstic cir- 


cle in Switzerland, after having dis- 
patched her sister, who gave her life 
as a means of saving the souls of her 
relatives, was crucified by her follow- 
ers at her own command In order that 
she might die, rise again after three 
days and restore to life the sister sho 
had slain. In 18G5 two mothers, ad- 
herents of the "Holy Men," slew their 
sick children, believing them to be vic- 
tims of demoniacal possession. 
In 


1875 a Hungarian miller, belonging to 
the "Nazarenes," killed his son as an 
offering for his own sins after the 
fashion of Abraham. In 1870, In Ir- 
kutsk, Russia, one of the "Schismat- 
ics" convinced himself by prayor and 
fasting and much Scripture reading 
that to save his soul he must be cruci- 
fied. Accordingly he attempted self 
crucifixion and succeeded so far as 
the circumstances of the case would 
permit 


In 1830, ic the government of Perm, 


Russia, a peasant killed his child as 
an offering for sin and buried the body 
in an ant hill. Likewise, in the gov- 
ernment of AHadimlr, another peasant 
killed both his children In due Abra- 
hamic form, and while tbe babies bled 
under the father's knife the devout 
mother celebrated the service by read- 
ing aloud selected portions of the twen- 
ty-second chapter of Genesis, In 1854, 
in the government of Tambov, Russia, 
a peasant, convinced that to save his 
soul a man must have a sin to repent 
of, killed a neighbor with an ax in or- 
der to satisfy this highly imperative 
condition. 


It is a part of the creed of the "Wan- 


derers," a Russian sect, that anti- 
Christ rules in high places there and 
tiiat accordingly good men must have 
naught to do with governmental af- 
fairs of any sort. In conformity with 
this belief a man murdered in various 
ingenious ways 25 men, women and 
children, including his own wife and 
babies, in order to free them from the 
danger of losing their souls by suffer- 
ing the contaminating contact of the 
government census taker. This occur- 
red in 1897. 


The "Deniers," another quite inter- 


esting Russian sect, • believe that evil 
taints all earthly good and that the 
only escape is death. In 1825 60 of 
these men, strong in the faith, after 
having murdered their wives and chil- 
dren, permitted themselves to be put 
to death, one by one, by their leaders. 
The "Scourgers," who also form a 
widespread and influential sect in Rus- 
sia, in obedience to the behests of their 
"saviors," are in the habit of indulg- 
ing in human sacrifices, cannibalistic 
feasts, erotic dances and other lewd 
procedures as an extremely efficacious 
method of keeping, the hand of evil 
from oft their immortal souls. So the 
"Muckers" of Konigsberg and the cel- 
ebrants of the black mass jn Paris af- 
ford further examples of the use of a 
ritual of erotism, coupled with a prac- 
tice of the most abandoned and ob- 
scene behavior, to promote the eternal 
welfare of the soul.

He said he would not 
have asked the R. B.'s for help, know- 
ing how they all had worked, only all 
the troops were thoroughly doue up, 
as they had been lying in the trenches 
all day, all the night before and nearly 
all the day before that, with nothing to 
eat but hard biscuits, as, of course, no 
provisions could be got near them. The 
dew is enough to wet any one through, 
and it must have been horrible. 


'•Well, the first grave we dug was 


about 30 feet long and 3 feet deep, 
and, would you believe, it, we put 53 
Scotsmen into it, 34 of the Black Watch 
alone. It was something horrible, and 
every man of us was crying all the 
time we worked, and when, after we 
had placed them all in, the burial serv- 
ice was going on before we covered 
them 4 over three or four fainted, 
while'the others cried so loudly that 
you could hardly hear the minister. 
After the bagpipes had played the 
'Dead March' we covered them over 
and started on another grave, when 
some of our gallant sailors came and 
relieved us, and we all went back to 
our train crying. 


"I could not sleep after such a sight, 


so I wandered right back again and 
farther on to whore I could see a lot 
of lights, which turned out to be our 
hospital. There I spent the remainder 
of the night helping as much as I could, 
such as giving tliem water or medicine 
and then shifting them into positions 
ready for the doctors to examine. If I 
am not mistaken, there were 1,500 
wounded men there, English and 
Dutch." 


A letter from a corporal in the Sec- 


ond Northumberland fusileers gives 
some graphic details in regard to the 
disaster at Stormberg, says the New 
York Post He says: 


"On the night of the 9th our regi- 


ment, the Royal Irish rifles, two bat- 
teries of artillery and the mounted in- 
fantry proceeded from Pieters kraal 
to Molteno, a distance of ten miles. 
When we arrived, it was about 9 
o'clock, and then we all formed up, 
and General Gatacre informed us that 
he was going to do a night attack on 
the Boers' position at Stormberg and 
that there was to be no shouting and 
to use the bayonet only. We started 
off at 10 o'clock to march 13 miles to 
Stormberg, where we hoped to arrive 
about 2 o'clock in the morning. We 
kept marching all night, but never got 
there. 


"It was broad daylight whon we were 


at the foot of some high, Inaccessible 
rooks when the guide wo had turned 
to the general and, pointing to the top 
of tho rocks, said, 'There is your posi- 
tion, and there is your enemy.' and im- 
mediately started to gallop off, but be- 
fon> IIP had pone two yards General 
Gatacre shot him twice through the 
body, saying, 'Man, yon have done me, 
but you are the first to go.' Those are- 
t*hc. exact words that were said, be- 
cause we were told by the general's or- 
derly. When the general saw how we 
wore trapped, he cried like a child and 
said, 'Oh, my poor boys, what have I 
done?'

FIGHT WITH A SAVAGE WOLF. 


Illinois Hunter Kills the Bea*t After

For several weeks a wolf scare has 


been in full force in the neighborhood 
of Ued Bud, Ille. It culminated the 
other afternoon in a desperate fight 
between a hunter and a wolf and the 
killing of the wolf. There are believed 
to be three or four more of them, how- 
ever. The wolves were first seen in 
the vicinity of Waterloo. There were 
five full grown mountain wolves in th» 
pack then. They were seen by many 
farmers, but they were so fleet of foot 
that nobody could get near enough to 
take a shot at them. 
They ranged 


through the woods and at night carne 
near the farmhouses and killed sheep 
and poultry. Their depredations be- 
came so great that the authorities of 
Monroe county offered a reward of $10 
for every wolfskin brought In, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. A farm- 
er near Waterloo lay in wait for th» 
pack and brought down one of them. 
The rest took the hint and disappear- 
ed from those parts. For several weeks 
they -were not seen. A few weeks ago 
they appeared In the Okaw bottoms 
near Bed Bud. Only one was seen at 
a time around there, though. The first 
one was seen by Magistrate Daniel 
Fullmer, who lives northwest of New 
Athens. He was driving home when' 
one of the animals ran across the road 
In front of him and made for tha 
•woods. A few days ago the wolves 
disappeared from around New Athena, 
and then they were Been to Monroe 
county In the vicinity of 
•which Is a rural community, 
Millstadt.

The evidence accumulates. Here Is 


another letter printed in the Spring- 
field Republican, signed "Berkshire," 
coming from Washington and having 
reference to that "Williamstown case 
which provoked the lynching spirit: 


I have read to your paper a letter 


from Williamstown in regard to the 
recent sentence of a criminal convicted 
of assault there. Strongly as it is put 
it does not fully voice, and nothing can, 
the indignation and hot sense of wrong 
•which that sentence has produced in 
every one a'wrare of the fact. Your cor- 
respondent has omitted two important 
considerations wfaich were brought to 
the attention of the district attorney 
end presumably to that of the judge, 
and which made their dereliction the 
more flagrant. One is that a similar 
assault had taken 7>lace not very long 
before within the college grounds, and 
the other that the criminal in this case 
was just out of prison for horse steal- 
ing, having served, I understand, a 
longer term for that than this righteous 
judges imposes for attempted murder 
and rape. "We are completely stagger- 
ed by this sentence—dazed. The full 
extent of the law was the least we ex- 
pected, and was what the community 
t\as entitled to. For what do we tax 
ourselves to pay district attorney and 
judge if protection to our homes and 
families are to be denied us' Another 
such sentence and it may appear that 
human nature north under intolerable 
provocation, is not different from hu- 
man nature south. 


Probably the next time a lynching 


occurs in the south, the Republican will 
adjust its spectacles and deliver itself 
cf one of those deep-thoughtful haran- 
gues about the depravity of the south- 
ern white and hla fiendish hatred for 
and treatment of'the black man. 


But the truth will remain: "Human 


nature, north, under intolerable provo- 
cation is not different from human na- 
ture, south." 


GBHEBAL B PIKER'S RETREAT 


The retreat of General Buller to the 


fcouth bank of the Tugela is a move- 
ment of great Importance to England. 
It Is a full admission of the general's 
failure to relieve Ladysmith by his 
flanking movement and this admission 
comes to England at a very delicate 
period, on the eve of the opening of 
parliament. The critics of the govern- 
ment will be encouraged, by General 
Buller's retreat and Great Britain will 
•undoubtedly suffer badly both at home 
and abroad. At the present movement 
Dr. Leyds, the Transvaal 
European 


representative, is being lionized In Ber- 
lin as if he were the representative of 
the most powerful and respected na- 
tion, and everywhere the sympathy for 
the Boer is at its height. The failure 
of the British to accomplish anything 
In South Africa is largely responsible 
for this. The world, or some parts of 
it, is coming to the conclusion that 
Great Britain is weak, that she is not 
the power to be dreaded she was sup- 
posed to be, and the peoples and na- 
tions who have enmity for her are 
reasonably suspected of being inclined 
to hamper her as much as possible at 
the present time. No one would be sur- 


- prised at intervention or at some 


counter stroke. 
Even Great Britain 


herself would not be surprised, for al- 
ready there is a. strong demand that 
the navy be In readiness for any 
emergency. 


General Buller's retreat to the south 


bank of the Tugela leaves the cam- 
paign practically in lt& original shape. 
Nothing has been accomplished. On 
the contrary British soldiers are filling 
Boer prisons and the list of British 
dead and wounded is crushing to the 
nation. There is no indication that the 
Boers have suffered heavily, and !t is 
certain that the repeated failure of the 
British is highly 
inspiring 
to 
the 


Transvaal and Free State armies. Bul- 
ler Is back at the point from which he 
•started to relieve Ladysmith, Methuen 
Is blocked at Modder river In his at- 
tempt to relieve Kimberly, and Gatacre 
and French have had their hands full 
ground Colesburg, preventing the in- 
•vaslon of Cape Colony and making a 
jUtmonstratlon operating 
against 
a 
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Dutch uprising In Cape Colony. Thus 
the British army la divided Into three 
commands, each, apparently 
insuffi- 


cient for the work In front ol It 


The situation on the face of it Is 


British defeat. It Is, to say the least, 
emphatic British repulse with heavy 
less. The question on the world's 
tongue is "What will be the next 
move?" If there is a disposition any- 
where to believe that the British, 
either from pressure at home or re- 
verses in the field, are likely to draw 
out of the war with the'best grace pos- 
sible we believe that that disposition 
had better be disciplined. While there 
are a few powerful voices in England 
In opposition to the war a careful study 
of the situation will reveal the fact 
that the greater part of the criticism is 
directed against the alleged incom- 
petence of the government and has its 
rise m partly politics more than in a 
serious division in the kingdom on the 
main question of the necessity for the 
war. Further, the British are not a 
people to abandon ground soaked with 
the blood of their sons, nor are they a 
people ready to suffer without full 
payment therefor,ablowtotheirnation- 
al prestige or a serious curbing- of their 
imperial Instincts. There is practically 
nowhere today in all England a pub- 
lic journal or a public power of any 
name or nature strongly in favor of a 
full retreat from the Boers. There is 
just the opposite, practically a great 
determination everywhere to push on 
to victory. British troops must bivouac 
in Bloemfontien and Pretoria. 
And 


while other powers, like Germany, may 
show a disposition friendly to the Boers 
it is safe to count on their keeping still. 
To drive at Great Britain now would 
be to announce to the world that one 
power at least believes the empire is on 
the decline and that now is the time 
for Great Britain's opponents. Great 
Britain would never permit that with- 
out a terrible day of reckoning or the 
spilling of her last drop of blood. 


But the question is- "What will they 


next do in South Africa?" There is no- 
thing on which to venture a prediction. 
We see the British forces divided into 
three parts, each part up to the present 
unable to carry its plans into exe- 
cution. Buller failed in his frontal at- 
tack at Colenso and has failed in his , 
flanking movement. The Boers extend' 
fiom the Wee-nan road on the east to 
the very Natal border on the west. 
The experience of the past month or so 
would indicate that Sir Reavers has 
little chance of success 
in 
fighting 


through the Boer lines or flanking 
them, relieving1 Ladysmith. His force 
is too small, it would appear, to drive 
the enemy from their marvellously en- 
trenched hills by direct assault and it 
is too unweildy to successfully flank 
Joubert's army. The far greater mobil- 
ity of the Boers serves them remark- 
ably well, and no matter for what 
point the British set out the Boers are 
there ahead. It is possible that another 
attempt may be made to reach Lady- 
smith. If this is not done and done 
successfully the town must fall and 
General White with his 10,000 men will 
march to Pretoria as pn'osners. There 
is an opinion that Ladysmith will be 
allowed to take care of itself as best 
it can while a complete change of cam- 
piagn is inaugurated. Lord Roberts 
and Lord Kitchener are now expected 
to take hold. Kitchener has of late 
been busy on the Orange river getting 
French and Gatacre united, and it is 
l>plipvpfl there is a possibility of Rob- 
erts and Kitchener adopting' the plan 
•of campaign, which has Bloemfontein, 
capital of the Orange Free State, as an 
objective point. To adopt this plan 
almost unavoidably necessitates the 
abandonment of one or more of the be- 
seiged towns. Its adoption will simply 
mean the waiting for reinforcements or 
organizing of an invading army from 


, the troops already at the three points, 
! the Tugela, Modder river and Coles- 
burg near the Orange river. Should it 
be decided to move at once, it is hard 
to say what combination the command- 
ing general would make, whether he 
would cause Methuen, French and Gat- 
acre to co-operate or whether he would 
turn the attention of General Buller 
from its present direction. However, 
there are probably no more than two 
moves possible, just now, the move on 
Bloemfontein and the move in the di- 
rection of Ladysmith. 


Further developments must be await- 


ed to make the British intention clear.

Cecil the Flnt 


A very readable- character sketch of 


Cecil Rhodes appears in Ainslee's, writ- 
ten by Allen Sangree, a correspondent 
recently rc'urned from South Africa, 
He says in part: 


"In the land that bears his name, 


Cecil Rhodes receives the homage of a 
monarch. He stands for the country's 
rise or fall. He is the source of good 
and evil; praised for completing a 
railroad and blamed for a continued 
drought. Among white men he is a 
subject of hero worship. To black men 
he represents the whole Anglo-Saxon 
race. They call 
him 
'Separator of 


Bulls, 'Son of the Great White Queen' 
and 'the man who eats a country for 
his breakfast' To them he is Destiny 
itself. 


"The first thing you notice about Mr. 


Rhodes is an absence of affectation. 
He receives alike the day laborer and 
the foreign minister. In voice, man- 
ner and conduct he is ever the same. 
Nothing is studied. Unlike most human 
beings, he is not an actor. There is no- 
thing mysterious about him. He makes 
use of no 
subterfuge, 
but 
comes 


straight to the point. In conversation 
he meets your eye squarely and im- 
presses you with his sincerity. 'I could 
not stand out against 
him,' wailed 


Barney Barnatoi when berated by a 
friend for merging his 
diamond in- 


terests with the D© Beers Syndicate. 
'He just roped me in—roped me in be- 
cause I knew he spoke the truth.' 


This ingeniousness disarms you one 


moment, but engages your admiration 
the next. It is instantly forced upon 
you that here is a man who holds life 
too serious and brief for a masquerade 
whose thoughts are 
detached 
from 


petty things and engrossed in vast 
ideas. Mr. Rhodes gives evidence of 
this by breaking off conversation when 
it becomes small, and concentrating 
his mind on some entirely foreign sub- 
ject. 


"You 
need not talk with Mr. Rhodes 


ftve minutes to learn that he is a 
thinker. Dr. Jameson and other lieu- 
tentants who have achieved more or 
less distinction, seem but as moths 
Hying about an arc light. They think 
in pennyweights; Rhodes in tons. He 
never bothers with details; they take 
care of themselves. Half the time he 
dcesi not even have pocket money. 
Traveling on a street car in Cape 
Town one day, he found himself with- 
out the necessary 'ticky' (threepence) 
and accepted a loan. 


"'Rhodes' exclaimed the _ American 


conductor in writhing sarcasm, 'Dusty 
Roads, I guess.' Indeed, the Colossus 
looked rather dusty, having been on a. 
tramp along the docks. The detail of 
dress, however, is one to which he is 
Especially indifflerent. 
His 
favorite 


garb is a white flannel shirt with a 
pnlkadot tie, soft felt hat and modest 
gray or blaok rlothes. He wears no 
diamonds. In this costume I saw him 
call upon Sir Alfred Milner at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion. The flunkey at the 
door nevertheless, cracked his spine in 
making an obeisance.

The parents were almost distracted 


that the accident should happen in 
such a way, although the battle"was as 
they supposed safely out of the way 
cf the child. The little girl has suf- 
fered greatly from the burns.

Law Simitar to That of New York State 


Proposed 


The state board of the 
league of 


American wheelmen met in Boston, Sat- 
uiday afternoon 
and discussed at 


length, possible legislation in favor of 
r.otnhiishing cycle paths 
throughout 


the state. As a result of the discus- 
sion a committee was appointed to pre- 
pare a. measure which wi1! permit the 
building of cycle pathsi and provide 
that all riders on such paths shall buy 
badges entitling them to the privileges. 


The bill will be patterned after the 


act now in force in New York state, 
which is proving successful. The New 
York act provides when 50 riders peti- 
tion the county commissioner? to have 
a certain path built, a commission of 
five bicycle riders shall be r.pnMnted. 
This commission shall serve without 
pay, and shall have entire charge of 
building- the path, collecting the neces- 
sary money and disbursing the same. 
When the path is completed badges 
will be sold at 25 cents, 50 cents and $1, 
whieh entitle the owner to ride on the 
path. The badges are of good size, and 
are fastened on the left front fork of 
the bicycle, where they can "be easily 
seen. 


A plan is provided for policing- each 


path in order to keep those who do not 
have badges from riding on the paths. 
When a rider is found trespassing he 
is asked to buy a badge and allowed to 
depart in peace. On the second offense 
he is warned and with the third he is 
arrested and on conviction is fined. 


The bill as presented to the legisla- 


ture of this state will be modified to 
suit the statutes, and the expense of 
badges is limited at not less than 50 
cents nor mote than $1. The fine in 
this state will be placed at not more 
than $25.

Artificial DlnnioTidv. 


It Is well known that in the mauul.ic 


ture of carbon steel micros-eopic dm 
monds are formed, and the curious 
fact is stated by The Scientific Pivss 
that from the examination of a nuin 
ber of steels from a variety of process- 
es identical results were given. A 
piece weighing 300 grains was cut from 
a lump of steel and treated with nitric 
acid, the insoluble residue collected 
being mainly graphic carbon. 
After 


being washed with water it was boil 
cd three times with fuming nitric acid, 
which partially dissolved the residue, 
hydrofluoric acid and then fuming sul- 
phuric being used, there then remain- 
ing nothing but graphite, which, after 
being washed, was molted with chlo- 
rate of potash. The insoluble residue 
obtained fell to the bottom of a vessel 
filled witb iodido of tnethyleue, the lit- 
tle transparent octahedrons visible 
through a microscope, which burned 
on a sheet of platinum without any 
ash, being the diamonds.

" FACTS ABOUT SARDINES. 


Tlie Greater Part of This Country's 


CouBumptlon Now 1'aclced Here. 
Formerly the sardines consumed in 


this country were all imported from 
France. Now about three-quarters of 
the sardines eaten in the United States 
are put up here, the chief center of 
the sardine Industry in the United 
States being the 
eastern 
coast of 


Maine, though some sardines are now 
put up on the coast of California. The 
packing of sardines in this country 
was begun about 1886. 


Thousands of people now find em- 


ployment in one part and another of 
the work in catching fish, in making 
cans and in canning and packing and 
marketing and so on. 


Sardines are put up in greater va- 


riety than forinely, there being now- 
adays sardines 
packed in tomato 


sauce, sardines in mustard, spiced sar- 
dines and so on, but the great bulk of 
sardines, both imported and domestic, 
are still put up in oil. Sardines are 
put up also in a greater variety of 
packages than formerly, there being, 
for example, various sizes and shapes 
of oval tins, and some Franch sar- 
dines are imported in glass, but as the 
great bulk of all sardines are still put 
up in oil, so the great bulk of them are 
still put up in the familiar flat boxes, 
the great majority of these being of 
the sizes known as halves and quar- 
ters and far the greater number of 
these being in quarters. Sardines are 
packed 100 tins in a case, and the con- 
sumption of sardines in this country 
is roughly estimated at from 1,300,000 
to 2,000,000 cases annually. 


Like canned goods of every descrip- 


tion, sardines are cheaper now than 
they formerly wore, and American sar- 
dines are sold for loss than the import- 
ed. 
American sardines are now ex- 


ported from this country to the West 
Indies and to South America.—New 
York Sun.

Babies in arms or those who can 
only just toddle are more expensive, 
fetching double and treble this sum.

day, when beggars are practically not 
Interfered with by the police and reap 
their richest harvests, the prices are 
much higher. As much as a sovereign 
lias to be paid on these special occa- 
eions for a baby only a few months 
old, and even this sum is exceeded in 
the case of the hapless little creatures 
who are ill and who are thus likely the 
more readily to move the passerby to 
pity. Older children on these holidays 
may be hired for 8 shillings.

with supper.

the most elaborate shawls have taken 
months to make and some even years, 
so that a very flue shawl may be worth 
as much as §150 or ?200. Most of t-he 
knitting is, however, of the more home- 
ly and serviceable kind and may be 
bought from the women themselves for 
a very moderate price. 


The manner in which the washing of 


knit shawls is accomplished in Shet- 
land is a matter of interest to most 
visitors. They are washed carefully 
in soap lather, and then to prevent 
their shrinking they are laced from 
point to point of the scalloped border 
in a large square wooden frame and 
placed outside the cottage to dry.—Chi- 
cago News.

GOLD AND SILVER PLATING. 


A Process That Is Described as Simple bj 


a Professional. 


The following is a very simple method 


for gold and silver plating: Take an 
ouuce of nitrate of silver, which is 
made as follows: One ounce of fine sil- 
ver, 
one ounce nitric acid, one-half 


ounce water. Put the silver into a Flor- 
ence flask, then pour in the acid aud 
•water. Place the flask on tho saud bath 
for a few moments, taking -care not to 
apply too ranch heat, and as soon OH 
chemical action becomes violent remove 
the flask to a cooler place and allow tho - 
action to go on until it nearly slacks, 
when, if there is any silver still remain- 
ing, the flask may be placed on the bath 
again until tho silver disappears. If tho 
acid employed is weak, it may be neces- 
sary to add a little more. Theredfnmes 
formed when chemical action is going 
on disappear when the acid has done its 
•work. 


The nitrate of silver formed during 


the above operation should be poured 
into a porcelain capsule and heated un- 
til a pellicle appears on tho surface, 
when it may be set aside to crystallize. 
The uncrystallized liquor should te 
poured from the crystals into another 
Vessel and heat applied until it has 
evaporated sufficiently to crystallize. 
Then you have nitrate of silver. Take 
an ounce of nitrate of silver, dissolve in 
a quart of distilled rainwater. 
When 


thoroughly dissolved, throw in a few 
crystals of hyposulphite of soda, which 
will at first form a brown precipitate, 
but which becomes redissolvcd if enough 
hyposulphite has been added. There 
must be present a slight excess of this 
salt. The solution is now complete. 
Take a sponge, dip it in the solution 
and rub it over the worK'to be plated. 


A solution of gold may be made in 


the same way and applied as described. 
A concentrated solution of either gold 
or silver may be used for work that has 
been worn off by applying it with a 
camel's hair brush and touching it with 
a strip of zinc. The writer has used this 
method with the most satisfactory suc- 
cess. The goiu or silver used in making 
must be perfectly fine,:—Jewelers' Cir- 
cular.

Interesting Observations of the 


Eminent American Jurist. 


IMPORTANT CHANGES PSEDIOTED. 


The Slavs, He Says, Are the Rising- 


Foiver and France Ii Degenerat- 
ing—Englishmen Believe the Boer 
War Wu« a Bud Mistake—Emperor 
William Gaining Power. 
Judge Peter S. Grosscup and daugh- 


ter Kathryn arrived at Ashland, 0., 
the other afternoon on their return 
home from Europe. While abroad his 
party visited England, BYance, Bel- 
gium, Germany, Austria, Hungary and 
Italy, especially Venice, Florence and 
Rome, in the order named. A corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Times-Herald 
called on the judge, and he talked very 
willingly and readily as to his observa- 
tions throughout Europe. 


In his travels he evidently observed 


very closely the various conditions 
from a moral, social and political 
standpoint, and he discussed them with 
close discrimination, deep knowledge 
and kef j Insight. Judge Grosscup IB 
a student of all active enterprises, and 
what he said of the foreign newspa- 
pers will be read with Interest by all 
of the craft. The English newspapers, 
he said, in some respects are superior 
to ours, and in some they are inferior. 
He considers that they are edited with 
less regard for the counting room than 
ours, and he expressed the wish that 
a few of our great newspapers would 
have some of the conscience that the 
leading English journals have. "Ours 
excel them in enterprise," he said, "but 
the English newspapers far excel the 
continental papers so far as energy 
and enterprise are concerned. 
The 


London papers are edited and conduct- 
ed on a high plane, but the country 
papers, especially those of the larger 
inland cities, have the greatest influ- 
ence. 


"The newspapers of France have no 


enterprise, and excepting the Temps 
and Figaro they are a public calami- 
ty. 
In Germany there Is no such 


thing as an interview, signed articles 
being more common, and push is to- 
tally lacking among them. In Vienna 
the newspapers are principally in the 
hands of Jews, and Emperor Francis 
Joseph fayors the proprietors by con- 
ferring a title on one of them now 
and then. Italy has no newspapers of- 
any consequence." 


The judge seemed to enjoy discussing 


the Anglo-Boer war, as it seems to be 
the absorbing question in Europe as 
well as in the United States. When 
he went to England in September, tho 
war excitement was only beginning to 
be Intense. 


"How is the feeling on the continent 


about the war?" he was asked. 


"Across 
the 
channel 
everywhere 


there is a universal feeling against 
England," he said. "Not a man did I 
hear erpress a word of sympathy for 
Great Britain. The barber, the butch- 
er, the shopman, everybody but public 
officials talks against the English. The 
French do so because they hate the 
English; the Germans do so because 
they feel akin to the Boers. 
"When 


ihe Boers win & battle, the Germans 
.make no demonstration, but it is be- 
cause they are not demonstrative. 


"In official circles on the continent I 


heard nothing either way, but I ven- 
ture that nine out of ten officials hope 
the Boers will win. Even Rome is 
aroused, and a leading Italian officer 
told me that, while he believed It 
would be better for civilization to have 
Great Britain win, he confessed that 
every time the Boers won he inwardly 
rejoiced. 


"In England I believe there has been 


a change of feeling. The people realize 
that Kruger was taxing bis people, not 
to fatten his own purse, as they at 
first believed, but to buy arms to de- 
fend themselves against such as the 
Jameson raid, and I believe that if 
England could wipe out the past four 
months she would be willing to give 
the Transvaal her liberty. The rector 
of the English church in Rome, who 
spent some years in tbe Transvaal, told 
me that it is not true that the uitland- 
ers in that country have not equal 
rights in the courts." 


"Is Great Britain entirely friendly 


to us?" 


"Oh, yes; very much so. The nation 


feels kindly toward us. 
We were 


taught to hate England from the Rev- 
olutionary war, but she regards that 
as a small incident and holds King 
George III and Lord North responsible 
for the loss of the colonies. When I 
was in England several years ago, the 
peoftle regarded America as a big, over- 
grown land and a good place to emi- 
grate to, but now, owing to our pres- 
tige gained in the Spanish-American 
war. she regards us as a nntent factor 
and an equal power." 


"How are business co: 
.jns> in En- 


rope?" 


"In the stronger countries there is 


great prosperity. Germany Is moving 
right ahead, especially in ir.:;!i,,factur- 
ing and business. A change has come 
over the farming industry in that all 
attention is devoted to raising sugar 
beets. The people of Austria and Italy 
are mere children, and the same may 
be said of the French. 


"The people of tlie future in Europe 


are the Slavs. They are coming on 
rapidly. There is no more prosperous 
country in Europe than Hungary. Her 
people have as great talent as the 
Americans have. They are resource- 
ful, and, besides, they are industrious 
and economical. The Americans have 
those qualities, but are uot so resource- 
ful. 


"Some day the Slavs will give a dif- 


ferent complexion to Europe. 
The 


three erent rnccs of Europe are the 
Enplisli 
f>--'->"in« find Slavs, but 
1C 


England loses fn the Boer war sh« 
will lose her prestige. 
The United 


Kingdom will be divided and wrecked, 
and the Germans and Slavs will be the 
only great races of Europe." 


"But must not the government of 


Hungai y bo upset flrat?" 


"Yes; Austria and Hungary are 


merely held together by a thread, and , 
that is Emperor Francis Joseph. If ha i 
should die, they would be aa much sep- i 
arated as Canada and the United 
States. AVhcn tho emperor dies, they : 
will snap apart. The bund Is their | 
constitution. It has .expired and can- 


not bo renewed1 e\V5p ^B 
proclamation. Austria haa 17 distinct 
political parties, and each one regards 
the other as entirely treasonable. 


"Germany now is the great power of 


the continent. France is weak, stag- 
gering. She"ls diminishing In popula- 
tion, IB political power and In literary 
achievements. 
SHie has no great men 


now like she onc!e had. M. Zola Is her 
most conspicuous perfeonage, and. he Is 
no such a great character as was 
Thlers or Victor Hugo. In Germany 
the opposition to Emperor William Is 
not so strong as It was. 
They still 


consider him as somewhat erratic, but 
have settled down to the conclusion 
that he has a great mind, perhaps too 
critical of the opposition leaders In 
their lawmaking body." 


"You 
called on Zola, didn't you?" 


"Yes, a little vvwile. I bad a short 


conversation with him, mostly about 
Dreyfus. 
Ho has an interesting per- 


sonal appearance, with deeply furrow- 
ed and llabby face, murky eyes and 
head deep set In his shoulders. His 
home brings up the extinct past rather 
than suggests the present." 


"What impressions did the courts of 


law give you?" 


•'The English courts are very much 


like ours, as ours are copied after the 
English. 
They are conducted in an 


excellent manner. In other countries 
they are very much different. 
Juries 


are used only in criminal cases, and 
they are made up as was the Dreyfus 
jury. In Germany the judges are not 
men who have had practice at law, but 
professors of law, or men trained to be 
magistrates, I was honored with an 
invitation to sit with the court of 
cassation, the supreme court of the 
country- The proceedings are conduct- 
ed in German." 


"Will the Paris exposition be a'suc- 


cess?" 


"It will be ready for the opening, I 


think. The buildings were as near 
completion in October as those at Chi 
cago were in October, but the effect 
upon the visitor cannot be so grand, 
because the expanse of ground is not 
so large as at Chicago. Had it not 
been for the Paris exposition there 
would have been a revolution In 
France last summer over the Dreyfus 
incident. The French can have a rev- 
olution any time, but an exposition on- 
ly once in ten years, so they postponed 
the one for- the other."

t RAINING HORSES. 


Preparing tbe New Animals For the 


Circus Ring. 


All through the winter circus men 


are training the animals for new tricks 
for the next summer. The winter is 
by no means an idle time. Training 
horses for the ring is interesting work. 
The first thing done is to put the new 
horses in the stables with the old cir- 
cus horses to get them used to their 
new company, and a queer thing no- 
ticed is that the old horses are jealous 
of the newcomers. 


A great d,eal of patience and time is 


required to train the horses to nm 
around the'ring. They are blindfolded 
and taught to run around the ring in a 
circle. The natural tendency of the 
horse is to run straight, and it is a 
bard thing for him to learn. A sys- 
tem of checks and lines makes the 
training easier than formerly. 


The horse^ is an observant animal 


and apt tq .do jvhat he sees another 
horse do, so when the blindfold is re- 
moved he is placed alongside an old 
trained horse, and the man who is to 
ride the new animal does tricks with 
the old ones, then tries them on the 
pupil. A good, intelligent horse soon 
learns and actually helps his rider.

The function of the taste doubtless 


sustains a much more important rela- 
tion to digestion than has been gen- 
erally accorded to it, says Dr. Kellogg. 
Food to be digested must be appetiz- 
ing. 
Food' which nauseates does not 


stimulate the secretion of the fluid nec- 
essary to digest it either in the mouth 
or the stomach. The sense of tasto 
may be regarded as a sort of regula- 
tion. Hence it is an important proper- 
ty of food that the sense of taste may 
be stimulated and that it may have 
on opportunity to exercise its selective 
and controlling functions. 


When ono has eaten a sufficient 


amount of simple, wholesome food, the 
sense of taste informs him of the fact 
by declining to receive more. A per- 
fect rule for mastication would be to 
chew each morsel of food until there 
is left only a tasteless remnant It Is 
use'ess to swallow such a residue, as it 
can have no nutritive value. When 
food is taken in this way, the sense of 
taste has an 
opportunity to say 


"enough" before too much has been 
swallowed and thus affords a perfect 
means of adapting the amount of food 
taken to the needs of the body. 


A careful study of this suggestion 


will also show that the sense of taste, 
If allowed to act in a normal way, will 
select those substances of which the 
body is in great need. For example, if 
the blood'is impoverished and needs 
an extra supply of nitrogenous food 
there will be a craving for such foods 
as nuts, legumes and possibly eggs 
and milk or some other substance con- 
taining nitrogen. 


A curious analogy to this function is 


found in some insectivorous plants, 
which, as has been shown by recent 
experiments, refuse to capture insects 
or pay attention to fragments of meat 
placed within their grasp except when 
the soil upon which they grow is lack- 
Ing in nitrogenous elements. By sup- 
plying a fertilizer rich In nitrogen 
these 
so called carnivorous plants 


cease to be carnivorous and Y>ehave 
wholly like other plants. 
The same 


principle applies to the use of fat 
making substances, such as starchy 
and oleaginous foods, such as nuts and 
cereals. The writer has frequently ob- 
served in thin patients a craving for 
fats, which disappeared entirely after 
the patient bad made a gain of 20 or 
30 pounds. 


The taste was no doubt intended by 


the Creator to be a perfect guide to 
the .quantity and quality of food to be 
taken and not simply a means of gus- 
tatory pleasure. Unfortunately it has 
been terribly debauched and perv rt- 
ed from its normal function. Men and 
women treat the palate as the pianist 
iTeats his instrument touching it in 
various ways simply for the purpose of 
provoking pleasurable sensations, with 
no regard whatever for the possible 
peeds of the body or the possible dam- 
age which may be caused. The sense 
of taste, thus wrongly educated, be- 
comes perverted, and its indications 
become confused. 
Abnormal cravings 


are developed, which demand satisfac- 
tion in the use of tea, coffee, wine and 
other intoxicants, mustard, pepper and 
other condiments, large quantities' of 
salt pickles and rich and savory dish- 
es of various sorts, together with 
sweets, ices and tidbits of all kinds. 
The sense of taste has been dethroned 
from its high position as governor of 
nutrition and has come to be merely 
the servant of a capricious and insatia- 
ble desire for an illegitimate sensa- 
tion, a purely selfish animal pleasure. 
This is gluttony, pure and simple, and 
is the apt tutor and hail companion of 
alcoholic intemperance. 


The free use of common salt must 


likewise be placed among serious 
dietetic errors. 
Professor Pnngp of 


Basel, the leading physiological chem- 
ist of the world, with many others, has 
shown that the so called necessity for 
the alimentary use of salt rests upon 
a very uncertain and equivocal, If not 
erroneous, basis and that at most salt 
can be used without injury only in 
very minute quantities. The quantity 
designated by Professor 
Bunge as 


within the limits of possible harmless- 
ness is about 15 grains a day, or prob- 
ably less than one-fourth of the 
amount usually consumed. The free 
use of salt leads to thirst and copious 
drinking In connection with meals. 


Gum chewing, tobacco chewing, the 


use of tobacco in any form, must be 
condemned as harmful to the digestion 
through exhausting the function of the 
salivary glands, so that when requir- 
ed to maintain constant activity the 
saliva secreted by the glands has very 
little value as a digestive agent The 
glands, as well as the muscles and 
other parts of the body, require rest 
In which to store up the elements nec- 
essary for their proper function.—Good 
Health.

THE ANNEXATION BILL 


Boundaries Affected. 
To Take Effect 


on Passage of the Act 


The text of the bill presented to the 


legislature for the annexation to this 
city of that part of • Blackinton lying 
in Williamstown is as follows. 


Section 1. The boundary line be- 


tween the city of 'North Adams and 
the town of Williamstown is hereby 
changed and established as follows: 
Beginning at-a stone monument stand- 
ing at the northwest corner of the city 
of North Adams, said monument being 
marked "A" on its southerly face "C 
L" on its northerly face, £nd bearing 
the dates 1842 and 1S95 thence running 
south fifty-nine degrees seven minutes 
west, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-two feet to a monument stand- 
ing at the north-west corner of land of 
the estate of Patrick Galvin, thence 
south seventy-seven degrees 
eleven 


minutes west, one thousand two hun- 
dred and seventy feet, to a monument; 
thence south sixty-two degrees thirty- 
five minutes west two hundred and 
forty feet to a monument; thence south 
forty-six degrees ten minutes west, 
across the Hoosac river, to a monu- 
ment at the intersection of the north- 
erly line of the state highway with he 
easterly line of the Sherman road, so 
called; thence southerly in a line par- 
ellel with the line at present dividing 
the town of Williamstown from the 
city of North Adams, to the southerly 
line of the Notch road, so-called; thence 
easterly along the southerly line of 
said Notch road, to the line at present 
dividing the town of Williamstown and 
the city of North Adams. All that part 
of the town of Williamstown between 
the lines above described and the pres- 
ent boundary line between said city 
and said town is hereby set off from 
the town of Williamstown and 
an- 


nexed to the city of North Adams, and 
until a new division of wards in said 
city is made, shall bfe and constitute a 
part of the first ward in the city. 


Section 2. The costs and expenses 


incurred in the establishment of the 
lines hereby defined and 
of erecting 


suitable 
monuments at the angles 


thereof shall be paid equally by said 
town of Williamstown and by said ciiy 
of North Adams. 


Section 3. This act shall take effect 


upon its passage.

To Subscribers at a Distance. Bill In- 
troduced by Congressman Lawrence 


Congressman Lawrence on Saturday 


introduecd an interesting bill to the 
house of representatives. Its purpose 
is to pro-vide for the extension rf the 
privileges of public libraries to. com- 
munities at some distance from the 
libraries at much less cost than is now 
possible. It is entitled "An act to es- 
tablish a libraa-y post," andi. proposes 
to extend the benefit of second class 
postage rates to books massing to or 
from public libraries maintained by 
taxation or securing exemptions from 
taxation. 
The latter limitations are 


intended to shut out libraries organized 
purely for profit and to limit the priv- 
ilege to those of a- public or philan- 
thropic character, which make little 
or no charge for the use of books. 


The piesent rate upon books is one 


cent for each two ounces, or eight cents 
a pound, while the periodical rate, 
which is proposed by the bill for li- 
brary books passing to and fro between 
the library and subscribers, is only one 
cent a pound. The bill originated with 
the New England educational league, 
but has received the indorsement of a 
committee of librarians and 
ethers, 


who will go to Washington to present 
their views, if an opportunity is af- 
forded them. 
' 


The bill was referred to the commit- 


tee on postoffices, 
and Congressman 


Lawrence will ask for a hearing on it. 
The chairman of the committee is so 
much interested in. overcoming 
the 


deficit in thevpostal revenue that he 
has not felt like giving a definite prom- 
ise to support th$ bill. Mr. Lawrence 
does not believe that the bill would re- 
sult in any direct loss: of revenue, be- 
cause little can now be done in the ex- 
change of books by mail between li- 
braries and their subscribers, but he 
thinks it possible that the revenue 
might be materially swelled after it 
became 
generally 
understood that 


books could be shipped,back and forth 
from 
libraries 
to 
responsible sub- 


scribers in the most distant parts of 
the country at no more thanso, cent a 
pound.

I in the 14 counties of the state.

county Stockbridge has the largest

of expense per inhabitant, 


52.35. The amount for the city is only 
51 cents; for Adams $1.14; for Williams- 
town S9 cents, for Clarksburg 48 cents; 
for Florida 55 tents; for Savoy 98 cents 
for 
Cheshire $1.98; for Pittsfield 99
